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Ike Hopes GOP 
Can Agree on 
Foreign Policy 


DENVER W>—Gen. Dwigfct D. 


Eisenhower said today "I fervently 
hope" a foreign policy plank can 
be written into the Republican plat- 
form which would' be acceptable 
both to him and to Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio. 


The general told a news con- 


ference: "I don't want to see a 
bitter convention fight over this 
point." 


This statement came after Elsen- 


hower had pitched his campaign 
on a peace or war issue with Taft. 
He had grouped Taft among the 
nation's isolationists in a 
foreign policy speech last

Then* he said: "The minimum re- 


quirement of 
these programs is 


that we are able to trade freely, 
in spite of anything Russia may 
do, with those areas from which 
we obtain the raw materials that 
are vital to our country." 


This means, he said', developing 


collective security measures for the 
free world. Then he added "only 
chaos in the world and eventual 
distress and worse for us would 
result from abandonment of the 
principle of collective security." 


He said he was prepared to fight 


"to limit of my strength" for these 
basic principles in foreign policy. 
,"I realize," he said, "that it will 
not be easy to write a statement 
that will accommodate some of the 
v/idely 
divergen 
views I 
have 


heard expressed on these vast sub- 
jects. I am certain that your under- 
standing 
and determination 
are 


equal to the burden of carrying on 
the fight to include these essen 
tials." 


"You are taking dangerous steps 


which show that you do not hesi- 
tate to extend the Korean War," 
said North Korean Gen. Nam II. 


Maj. Gen. William K. Harrison 


replied, "We cannot and will not 
barter the right to freedom of any 
individual. We recognize the indi- 
vidual as possessed of free will 
not a slave bound without choice 
to a lifetime of servitude."

fee with an inadequate check. 


State Sen. W. E. (Buck) Fletcher

Fletcher named his opponent for 


position No. 1 in the 19th district

— as Fletcher's opponent — at- 
tempted unsuccessfully to have the 
senator's nomination voided.
